Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  76. 

A LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
f,  properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  pumew  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
IMu  — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
. hde,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right 
of  Terry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 

the  cnmmtie>  °r  rd?teS  to  any  Particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 

a like  nature  to  any  former  Act,— shall  require  a

A.  Starkey, 
of  the  City  of  Nelson,  Province  of  British  Colum- 
bia, broker ; and  Dr.  Frank  E.  Morrison,  of  the 
City  of  Nelson,  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
dental  surgeon,  do  hereby  declare  that  we  are 
desirous  of  being  united  into  a corporation  under 
the  provisions  of  the  “ Benevolent  Societies  Act.” 

1,  The  name  of  the  Corporation  to  be  “ B.C.
